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There’s gold in that 
there gravel 


Ijee County government has increased the 
amount of money it spends on gravel from 
almost $77,000 in Fiscal Year 2011-2012 to 
over $170,000 during FY 2013-2014. Most 
of that, apparently, goes to cover cemetery 
roads. 

Those findings are just two The Beat¬ 
tyville Enterprise found after requesting open 
records from the Lee County Fiscal Court. 

The Enterprise had been contacted during 
the recent election by people who alleged that 
county gravel was being spread on private 
driveways. 

Lee County Judge/Executive Steve Mays 
told the newspaper that he was not aware of 
that happening, and in fact had told a private 
contract hauler to not spread gravel on elec¬ 
tion day. 

He also said that he has personally paid 
to have gravel placed on private driveways, 
because he felt sorry for the people. He said 
he would provide a list of the residences to 
the newspaper, but he said Tuesday he could 
not find the receipts. He said he would find 
them and provide them. 

The hauler that Mays mentioned, David 
Caudell, Jr., is the major deliverer of county 
gravel. Records show that Caudell was paid 
$ 17,494 by the county for gravel hauling dur¬ 
ing FY 2012-2013. That increased to $50,250 
last fiscal year, and he has already been paid 
$40,934 for the period July 1, 2014 through 
November 17. 

The vast majority of the places listed by 
Caudell in his bills are cemeteries in the 
county. 

During the last week of October, one 
of the most recent weeks, Caudell hauled 
gravel to “cemeteries on Hwy 399,52E; Hope 
Road/cemeteries on Hwy 399, Hwy 587; Hale 
Ridge, cemeteries on Spencer Ridge, 11N; 
Spencer Ridge Road, cemeteries on 11S, 
Hwy 708, 52W; Possum Hollow, Pickering 
Road; Cemeteries on Derrick Ridge, Du- 
nagin Branch Road, Weeping Willow Road; 
Bald Rock Road, (two unreadable roads); 
cemeteries on Grays Bend, Little Puncheon, 
Hwy 587.” 

The total he charged during that period 
from October 22 through October 30 was 
$4,000. He is paid $50 an hour. 


Another private hauler, Roger Stamper, 
lists cemeteries and roads during the period 
from October 23 through October 29. Stamper 
delivered gravel to “Kincaid-Cable Cemetery; 
Big Bend Road; Palmer Cemetery; Spencer 
Ridge; Cemetery - 587; Grays Road; Todds 
Road; and Big Andy Ridge, Big Andy.” 

He charged and was paid $2,100 for that 
week at $50 an hour. 

County records show that Stamper does 
more than haul gravel. He also works dumps, 
hauls dirt and performs contract labor. 

For his work, Stamper was paid $77,303 
by the county in FY 2011-2012; $63,416 for 
FY 2012-2013; $49,667 in FY 2013-2014; 
and $16,800 from July 1, 2014 through No¬ 
vember 17. 

Mays says the county uses private haul¬ 
ers because only one county employee has a 
commercial drivers license. 

Both Caudell and Stamper use their own ve¬ 
hicles to deliver gravel. Several other contrac¬ 
tors use county equipment. They are Danny 
Wise, Eugene Dickerson and Kevin Phillips. 
Some gravel is also delivered by Dunaway 
Roofing and Siding. The amounts delivered 
by those four are relatively small. Some of 
those deliveries were also to cemeteries. 

According to the Lee County Property Valu¬ 
ation Administrator’s office, there are 364 
cemeteries in the county. 

The gravel haulers usually do not list the 
names of cemeteries on their bills, they nor¬ 
mally just say “cemetery on (name of road).” 
Thus, tracing which cemeteries actually have 
been graveled is difficult. 

Mays told the Enterprise last week that 
he would have Caudell show some of the 
cemeteries the next Monday. However, the 
judge/executive said Monday that Caudell 
was ill that day, and could not go. 

The newspaper did travel around the 
county looking for cemeteries, and taking 
photos. Only one, Beatty Place, had some new 
gravel, but not very much. The others were: 
Bowman and Perdue - no gravel, Perdue 
- old gravel, Quillen - no gravel, Heidelberg 
Baptist Church - no gravel, Stone Coal - no 
gravel, Proctor - no gravel, and small cem¬ 
etery on KY 399 - no gravel. 


Stolen VFW guns found 


Liee County Sheriff Wendell “Bug” Childers 
Tuesday afternoon recovered seven ceremo¬ 
nial rifles that had been stolen from the local 
VFW post. 

Lee County Constable Jonathan Shuler 
told the Enterprise that he had received a tip 
about the location of the guns, and had given 
the information to Childers. He said the rifles 
were found at a Lee County residence. 

VFW Post Commander Chuck Caudill 
said that fellow VFW member Hargis Ross 
had found Monday morning that the post had 
been burglarized and the Ml Garand rifles 
had been taken. 

He said he did not know how entrance had 
been gained, but a screwdriver was found 


outside of the door. 

Shuler said warrants were being sought 
for the suspects. 


Proctor woman dies 

Proctor woman, 52-year-old Abigail 
Atkinson of Pearl Street, died Monday night 
at her home, according to Lee County Coro¬ 
ner Ray Shuler. 

According to Shuler, he pronounced At¬ 
kinson dead at 7:21 p. m. after Lee County 
EMS took their leads off her.

Slain woman’s brother- 
in-law found dead 


The brother-in law of a woman shot to 
death in November was found dead Friday 
near the site of the first death. 

Michael Ray Lutes, 46 of KY 2016, was 
found hanging Friday afternoon in a shed on 
property that joins that of his brother, Robert 
and the late Patricia Lutes. She was shot and 
killed November 10 near her mail box in 
front of her home. 

According to Lee County Coroner Ray 
Shuler, it was Robert who found his brother. 
The shed is near the mobile home were Mi¬ 
chael Lutes resided. 

Shuler said that Chief Deputy Coroner 
Ronnie Dickens pronounced Lutes dead at 
5:04 p. m. Assisting was Deputy Coroner 
David Griffin, along with Shuler. 

The coroner and his staff transported the

body to the state medical examiner in Frankfort Friday evening. The body was returned 
Sunday. 

Shuler said the cause of death is asphyxiation/strangulation. 

Lee County Deputy Sheriff Matt Eversole is the chief investigation officer. He 
told the Enterprise Monday that the death is being ruled as a suicide, pending further 
investigation. 

Kentucky State Police, who are investigating the murder of Patricia Lutes, were 
notified of the death. 


Despite new building 
extension service needs more room 


The Lee County Extension Board Mon¬ 
day agreed to find some sort of structure, 
probably a trailer of some sort, which 
could be used for storage since its new 
building only has office space. 

Also, the district director told the board 
that they had been “frugal” in construct¬ 
ing a relatively small building, “knowing 
you might have to expand.” 

Early this year the board had approved 
the small building so it could keep the 
cost under $250,000, the amount for 
which law requires prevailing wages to 
be paid on public projects. 

The new building, which is located 
on the county industrial park off KY 11 
South, is near completion. 

Contractor Berry Jackson said Monday 
that a state inspector needs to examine the 
building, but he expects to have every¬ 
thing completed within 10 days. 

The building only has offices, no meet¬ 
ing rooms or storage spaces. 

Also during Monday’s extension board 
meeting, approval was given to purchase 
the necessary office equipment for the 
building. 

The board agreed to move its certificates 
of deposits to Citizens Bank and Trust 
where it can get a better interest rate than 
at Peoples Exhange Bank. 

District Director Louise Moore was 
on hand to address some concerns that 
had been expressed by Chuck Caudill. 
He has said in letters and commentary 
that the board is not open, and does not 


represent the community. 

Moore gave the history of extension 
districts, saying that 110 of Kentucky’s 
120 counties have extension offices. 

She said extension offices serve as 
teachers in their communities. 

People who are elected to offices 
cannot serve on the boards, Moore said. 
When asked, she said that Lee County 
Board Member Curt Davis would have 
to leave because he is also an elected 
member of the school board. 

Asked about public notice of meetings, 
she said a sign on the door would suffice. 
State law, though, does require notifica¬ 
tion to the local media. 

Following her presentation, Caudill 
questioned the need for the new build¬ 
ing. He said there was adequate space at 
Happy Top. 

Board Member Mike Patrick said the 
board had looked at adding onto the com¬ 
munity center, but the cost would have 
been more than the new building. 

Caudill said that the majority of 
county residents do not have a clue 
“about what’s going on up here.” 

Moore told him that the extension 
agents gather information about the 
county’s needs from the people. 

Caudill said the extension district had 
also been steadily raising taxes. 

Moore said the compensating rate had 
always been used, and that had not been 
used this past year. 


Small Business

Small Business Saturday held last 
weekend grew over last year’s event 
with $25,000 being infused into the lo¬ 
cal economy, $5,000 more than 2013’s 
total. 

Dedra Brandenburg, Lee County’s 
tourism and economic development 
director, said Monday that 1,229 entries 
were made into the prize drawing, up 
from 966 last year.

Outstanding student loan 
debt is a bane for recent 
grads, but it is on the rise 
at an alarming rate among 
the nation’s senior citizens, 
according to the Associa¬ 
tion of Mature American 
Citizens. 

The Government Ac¬ 
countability Office reports 
that student loan debt 
among seniors has risen 
by more than 600 % since 
2005 . Older Americans 
owed $ 2.8 billion in un¬ 
paid school loans in 2005 , 
last year the amount of 
debt had increased to more 


than $18 billion. Twenty 
percent of those loans were 
understandably taken out 
to pay for their children’s 
education. 

But, the bulk of the debt, 
80 %, is the result of the 
failure of seniors to pay 
back the money they bor¬ 
rowed decades ago for their 
own schooling. Now it is 
having a negative impact 
on the retirement plans for 
many of them, particularly 
those on fixed incomes, as 
the government sets out to 
recoup the funds.

“Eye melanoma,” also 
known as “ocular melanoma,” 
occurs when the cells that 
produce pigment in the eye 
become cancerous, much in 
the same way that they can 
in the skin (skin melanoma). 
While this form of cancer is 
rare, it is the most common eye 
cancer in adults. It usually oc¬ 
curs in the middle of the three 
layers of the eye, the “uvea,” 
which is positioned between 
the outermost “sclera” and the 
innermost “retina.” Because 
this type of cancer is not visible 
when looking in the mirror and 
does not cause symptoms, it is 
usually detected as a result of 
a comprehensive eye examina¬ 
tion. Diagnosis begins with a 
dilated eye exam by an oph¬ 
thalmologist that often leads to 
ultrasound examination. 

Examination of the eye by 
an ophthalmologist (a medical 



doctor specializing in eye 
diseases) is one of the most 
important actions involved 
diagnosing melanoma of the 
eye.
